Washington, Nov. 26.—The census 
bureau today reported the complete 
and revised census figures for the 
state lof Oklahoma by counties. On 
July 2D the bureau gave out an in­ 
complete report of the census by 
races, showing the population of conn 
| ties that have more than 1,000 n^ 
I gro population. That report indicated 
' a gain in population for the stat* 
over the special census of 1907 or 
16.3 per cent. 
According to the full and final of­ 
ficial count made public today the 
population tot Oklahoma is 1,657,155; 
as compared with a population for 
the same area (then consisting of 
Oklahoma Territory and Indian Ter­ 
ritory) in 1900 of 790,391, and in 1890 
of 2*58,657. The increase from 1900 to 
1907, therefore was 623,786, or 78.9 
per cent, as compared with an In­ 
crease from 1890 to 1900 of 531,734, 
or 205.6 per cent. 
A special census of Oklahoma was 
taken in 1907, when the population 
was shown to be 1,414,177. The in­ 
crease 
between 1907 and 
19-10 is. 
therefore 242,978 or 17.2 per cent. 
The population of Pontotoc coun­ 
ty is placed at 21,331 compared with 
23,057 
in 
1907. This is a 
gain of 
1,374. This is a trifle disappointing 
for with the'increase in th e ’popula- 
tion of Ada it had been hoped that 
the county would reach 25,000. The 
greatest increase is, of course, made 
by Oklahoma county, where the pop­ 
ulation grew from 55,849 in 1907 tr 
85,232 
in 
1910. 'Seminole 
shows a 
heavy increase, the figures bt tag 19,- 
964. this year against 14,647 in 1907. 
Marshall County-shows a decrease, its 
population 
falling 
from 
13,144 
in 
1907 to 11,619 at this census. Carter 
also shows a decrease, its figures in 
1907 being 26,402 and 25,358 this time. 
A number of other counties in th:

Illicit distilling and other manufac­ 
turing of moonshine whiskey is on 
the increase, “Especially,” the bureau 
says, 
“where there are 
state-wide 
prohibition laws.” 
The internal revenue receipts on 
all these things—and certain other 
things, such as playing cards and mix 
ed 
flour—am ounted 
to more than 
than $289,000,000, and Commissioner 
Cabell’s organization collected it all 
at a cost of about $5,000,000. It cost 
a penny and a little more than seven 
mills to collect each dollar. 
When the present year is ended 
next June 30 Commissioner Cabell es­ 
timates his men will have collected at 
least $308,000,000 at practically the 
same cost. 
Only three other years have passed 
the year 1910 as an internal revenue 
producer since the bureau was es­ 
tablished in 1863. In 1S66, while civil 
war taxes were still heavy receipts 
mounted up to $310,000,000, and fol­ 
lowing the Spanish-American War in 
1900 and 1901 they were $395,000,000 
and $“.*(6,000,000 respectively. But for 
tim es of peace and normal prosperity 
1910 heads the roll, with the pros­ 
pect of being eclipsed by 1911.
